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Senate Will 
Avoid Present 
Controversy

“This election, the second 
largest in SSC history, has been 
an abomination; the only qualified 
candidate has been rejected, and 
we have reached an abyss,"’ said 
Bill Schmidt in last Friday's 
Student, 

Schmidt, the Arts and Sciences 
representative who recently 
spent two months in some kind 
of farm at Elk Grove, was ‘‘dis- 
mayed"” at the newly-elected 
representatives’ potential as 
governors, His disenchantment 
stems from ithe lack of a hard 
core liberal among the elected 
senate momvers, 

Schmid. is right in one sense 
There will be no exciting anti- 
draft, anti-war, anti-anything 
legislation next year if appear- 
ances and platforms can be 
believed, Even the new senators 
concur. 

“I'm afraid we can expect 
a very conservative student 
government next year,’’ says 
senate chairman elect Steve 
Whitmove, ‘‘It wili be consider- 
ably less colorful next year — 
Jess exciting.”’ 

MORE LIBERAI 


Whitmore feels he probaly 
will be more liberal than most 
of the other senators, but he 
says, ‘‘It's difficult te answer 
because I only know one of them 
(the new senators) personally.’’ 

Tim Ahern, the senate elec- 
tien’s largest vote-getter is 
annoyed with Schmidt’s reaction. 
“I’m sorry that 1 don’t measure 
up to Schmidt’s standards, but I 
realize I prubably never could — 
having never been in  jail.’’ 
Ahern called Schmidt ‘‘presump- 
tous and dramatic.’’ 

Ahern felt the senate would 
not define itself within the strict 
boundaries of the college campus 
as suggested by many critics of 
the new senatorial slate. ‘‘I think 
there are many things beyond the 
campus border that will confront 
the students, but I think there are 
a variety of directions that the 
senate can take —not just the 
Single ultralibera! direction of

Stang was a Slight little man 
with a soft voice.

Real Viet Bind’

**Lhe real problemin Vietnam 
is not military or economic,”’ 
said Dr. James W, Turpin, as he 
spoke on ‘‘Voluntary Organi- 
zations in Southeast Asia,’’ as 
part of the Distinguished 
Visitor’s program presented by 
the Cultural Programs Com- 
mittee. 

‘“‘The problem is one of 
people,’’ continued the 39 year 
old physician who founded and 
heads Project Concern, a vol- 
untary organization which main- 
tains a 42-bed hospital and clinic 
in the mountain area of South 
Vietnam. as well as_ having 
missions in several other coun- 
tries throughout the world. 

‘In Vietnam there are 15 1/2 
million people, stricken with 
sickness and poverty almost im- 
possible to describe, And that,”’ 
said Turpin, ‘‘is the real reason 
for conflict,’’ 

‘*The most significant revolu- 
tion of mankind is taking place 
in our lifetime,’’ he said, “This 
is the revolution of ‘rising ex- 
pectancy.’ Poor people the world 
over are beginning to insist on 
food, schools for their children, 
and more than witch doctors to 
deliver their babies,”’ 

Turpin, who is presently tour - 
ing the | .S, seeking support for 
his Project, added that there are 
people in Vietnam who are so 
hungry that even the parasitical 


worms in their stomachs show 
signs of malnutrition, 

The young phsycian, whose 
book, ‘‘Vietnam Doctor,’’ was 
recently published, related an 
incident involving a mother and 
her young child as illustrative 
of the real problem in Vietnam, 

The mother was so racked 
with ma'nutrition that her boy 
could not manufacture milk with 
which to nurse her infant, As a 
result, though Turpin’s hospital 
was able to save her, the child 
died. When asked where her 
husband was, she replied that 
he had joined the Viet Cong. 

“The fact that a man would 
join the VC in the light of being 
unable to care for his wife and 
son is frightening,’’ said Turpin, 
‘but it is going to continue as 
long as increasing numbers of 
mothers and fathers are forced 
to live with the spectre of 
starving children, The Viet Cong 
are able to approach them in 
the context of their needs.’’ 

Turpin added that despite our 
mammoth military and economic 
commitment to Vietnam. we are 
out of relation to the people, 
and until we can achieve t 
right relationship with them 
there will be conflict in Sout! 
east Asia, Peace, he said, will 
only come when these people are 
self-sufficient, 

“If we withdraw our troops,”’ 
said Turpin, ‘‘without waging 4 
peace offensive. in five or six

Miss Serrano has demonstrated her academic excel- 
lence here at SSC. The concensus of students who have 
taken classes from Miss Serrano is that her effectiveness 
in the classroom is unequaled. 


Of the four criteria mentioned for granting tenure, 
Miss Serrano qualifies for three of them. Lack of a Ph.D. 
is the only stated reason for denying Miss Serrano her 
job. Why? “Lack of Professionalism.” 


After formal communication with President Johns, 
V.P. Butz, Dean Reddick, Language Dept. Chairman 
Lowett, and Spanish section Chairman Smith, the SSC 
Mexican American Youth Association (MAYA) was in- 
formed “the case is closed.” 


We organized students of SSC can not remain silent 
while an inflexible, bureaucratic rule decides the fate of 
Miss Serrano.

The picketers will march to the 
open eating area adjacent to the Snack Bar at noon for 
a rally. Representatives of the organizations who support 
Miss Serrano will openly express their support and urge 
others to join in a march following the rally from the 
eating area to the language department.

With Germ Seed of New Life 


‘Being a little subversive is 
not altogether unlike being a 
little pregnant,’’ —implanted in 
each is the germ-seed of a new 
life or life-~system, Such is the 
opinion of H, Bruce Franklin who 
spoke on campus on ‘‘The Sub- 
versiveness of Science Fiction.’’

But, for science fiction to 
follow the conservative outlook 
of these people would’ be 
ridiculous, Franklin commented 
that ‘‘any literature that presents 
a picture of a different society 
and still has healthy people ina 
healthy society would merely be 
silly and boring."’ For some 
then, it is because of its sub- 
versiveness that science fiction 
is read, 

‘Science fiction presents a 
tendency towards change,"’ 
Franklin said, ‘‘It gets its force 
from the law of life that every- 
thing changes. In fact, the most 
complete change in the world 
would be to become changeless.”’

Tessday, May 70) TATE, 
Fences Explained 


Underground Utilities 
Project To Update SSC 


By KATHIE NEWTON 


No, SSC is not preparing for 
an invasion of diabetic dogs or 
legions of gargantuan termites. 
The reason trees all over the 
campus have recently been 
equipped with guard fences is for 
protection against injury fromthe 
heavy equipment which will soon 
begin work on an underground 
utility project, 

According to James Vaughter 
building coordinator, after ex- 
cavation begins, students will be 
stepping over’ trenches for 
approximately seven to eight 
months while the ‘‘Utilities ‘66’ 
project is completed, 

The project, for which the 
state has allocated about $800,000 
was planned in 1966 to update 
SSC’s electrical and utility sys- 
tem, a system which has not 
been changed appreciably since 
the mid 1950's. 

Vaughter explained that the 
project will install wiring for 
future telephone cables, for new 
and planned buildings, pipelines 
for increased domestic water 
supply, a complete fire alarm 
system which will be hooked up 
to a central system at the city 
fire station, duct work for future 
closed circuit television and re- 
visions on present circuits. 

Along with the expanded elec- 
trical system, improved street 
lighting facilities will be installed 
with more to come in the future. 
The improvements wil! change 
the present incandescent blights to 
new mercury type fixtures. 

Vaughter stated that while the 
project is underway, lawns and 
walkways between buildings will 
be torn up but when the work is 
completed, all power and tele- 
phone lines will be underground 


He explained that the need for 
expansion has been pressing for 
several years, When the college 
was first built, it had a planned 
capacity of 2,500 students, These 
plans were then changed several! 
years later toaccommodate 4500, 
Today over 12,000 students attend 
SSC and this number is 
tinually increasing. In order to

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GOP Will Answer 
Student Queries 


3y JAMES JACKSON 

Chester John Rakus, a Re- 
publican candidate for the fifth 
senatorial district, will hold an 
hour-long question-and-answer 
session on the Sacramento State 
College quad at 12:30 today. 

Mr. Rakus is an SSC graduate 
who enrolled here in 1954 
and, during his freshman year, 
played right end for SSC’s first 
football team. He received his 
Bachelor of Arts degree in Busi- 
ness Administration in 1958, In 
1961 he enrolled inthe McGeorge 
School of Law. After passing the 
California bar exam in 1965, he 
opened his law offices in Sacra- 
mento. 

Although hesitant to rely 
heavily upon his political plat- 
form until after the June 
primaries, Mr. Rakus has offered 
strong opinions on the following 
subjects: 

On lowering the voting age: 
“Il would approve of that,’’ he 
says, “As long as 18-, 19-, and 
20-year-olds lived up to the com- 
mensurate responsibilities that 
must accompany their right to 
vote at an earlier age.’’ 

On increased fees and tuition: 
“I would advocate increased 
college costs if the alternative 
was closing the schools — or 
losing our finest teachers. 
Teaching is, after all, a pro- 
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years there will be another Viet- 
nam war.’’ 

Turpin’s Project Concern is 
the result of his desire tocorrect 
the problem of our society which 
he termed as ‘‘something mis- 
sing.’’ He said that our society 
has a great lack of involvement 
in the lives of those who needus. 

It is this, he said, that is

On renaming state colleresas 
universities: ‘‘l would definitely 
stand behind this legislation, 
There’s nothing wrong with the 
idea — and much right with it, 
It would give state colleges added 
prestige as well as enable them 
to confer a doctorate degree once 
in a while. I’ve seen the idea 
work in the eastern U.S. There’s 
no reason why it souldn’t work 
here.”’ 

On arson and lLawbreaking: 
“Breaking the law is not justi- 
fiable under any circumstances, 
A person who commits arson is 
an arsonist and should be dealt 
with as anarsonist, regardless of 
race, color, or creed, I believe 
as an attorney, that no man is 
above the law.’’ 

\nd on campus agitators: 
‘“‘Campus agitators usually com- 
prise as little as 2 to 3” of all 
students, yet they, instead of the 
responsible ones, get all the 
newspaper publicity and cover- 
age. I would like to get the 
newspapers out on our campuses 
to cover the person who speaks 
for the responsible students, the 
great majority. I would like to 
see publicity given, in other 
words, to the responsible student 
I call the ‘forgotten man on cam- 
pus’ .”” 
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revolution, found not only in 
Southeast Asia, but alsoin Watts, 
the Indian reservations of New 
Mexico, and the hill country of 
Kentucky, 
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this year’s senate, 

“You have to look at the 
Situation as the majority of your 
constituency does, You have to 
try anc represent the majority 
of the students, not just the vocal 
minority.”’ 

The other senators seem to 
take similar views. Torn Pucci, 
physical education rep, is known 
for his conservatism and his 
dedication toathletics. Similarly, 
Fred Andregg, new undeclared 
representative, voices strong 
dissatisfaction with this year’s 
liberal senate. 

John Fisher, another Arts and 
Seiences rep, devoted half of his 
platform to expansion of 
athletics, He also said, ‘‘Let us 
separate the student governmeiit 
from national issues. Let us 
concentrate on making the 
ASSSC government the best 
government in California.’’ Like- 
wise, business representative 
Dennis Osterdock said, ‘'l would 
like to see the senate concentrate 
more on campus problems,”’ 

So, all in all, there will prob- 
ably be a return to complacency 
towards off-campus affairs while 
campus issues will receive in- 
creased attention 

If anybody is dissatisfied with 
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for one, stands ready to step in 
at the earliest opportunity. ‘‘I 
shall, in the event of a vacant 
seat in arts and sciences on the 
senate, run to fill that vacancy,”’
